There is every reason to suppose, therefore, 
that you will have gotten back home before we shall have put your manu- 
script in the printer's hands, unless your coming is delayed longer than 
you now anticipate. Should you take on anything further when you get 
back to Athens, let me know and we can send you proof there, in that event.

Mr. Wood is relieved not to have the necessity of trying to keep you busy. 
I saw Prof. Shear at one of our archaeological meetings several weeks ago 
and I shouldn't be at all surprised if he offered you a job when you get 
back to Athens.

Prof. Bellinger also asked for your address recently and I am 
therefore going to take the liberty to forward it to him, as I feel sure 
you would be willing to have me do.
